Martin County couple charged with diverting funds

INEZ - Thirteen indictments were issued 
by the Martin County Grand Jury on March 12, 
including two against Martin County Fair 
Board members for allegedly misappropriating 
fair funds. 

Robin Denise Spence, 47, and Charles 
Spence, 59, both of Tomahawk, are both 
charged with diversion of charitable gaming 
funds for financial benefit over $300/complic- 
ity. 



Robin Spence is additionally charged with 
seven counts of diversion of charitable gaming 
funds for financial benefit over $300 and theft 
by failure to make required disposition of 
property over $10,000. 

According to the indictments, from Jan. 1, 
2011, through June 30, 2012, Robin Spence 
and Charles Spence, acting alone or in com- 
plicity with each other, allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully diverted charitable gaming 
funds from legitimate charitable purposes or 
lawful expenses to her financial benefit or the 
financial benefit of another person for the 
amount of $8,106, cashing those checks at 



numerous banks, stores and other bingo gam- 
ing sessions and treating the money for those 
checks as her own. 

According to the indictment, from Jan. 1, 
2011, through March 31, 2011, Robin Spence 
allegedly diverted charitable gaming funds 
from legitimate charitable purposes or lawful 
expenses to her financial benefit or the finan- 
cial benefit of another person for the amount of 
$4,999.41; from April 1, 2011, through June 
30, 2011, in the amount of $17,514.63; from 
July 1, 2011, through Sept. 31, 2011, in the 
amount of $16,599.66; from Oct. 1, 2011, 
through Dec. 31, 2011, in the amount of 



$15,299.64; from Jan. 1, 2012, through March 
31, 2012, in the amount of $1,021; and from 
April 1, 2012, through June 30, 2012, in the 
amount of $6,258. 

From Jan. 1, 2011, through June 30, 2012, 
Robin Spence allegedly knowingly and unlaw- 
fully diverted charitable gaming funds from 
legitimate charitable purposes or lawful 
expenses to her financial benefit or the finan- 
cial benefit of another person for the amount of 
$4,451, by falsely reporting fraudulent ending 
inventory numbers for pull tab sales, the 
indictment said. 

From March 10, 2011 through Dec. 30, 
2011, Robins Spence allegedly knowingly and 
unlawfully failed to make required payments

Former 
Paintsville 
doctor 
says guilty

LEXINGTON — Sentencing 
will be in July for a former Paints- 
ville doctor who pleaded guilty 
Monday to a federal drug-related 
charge. 

Rano BofilTs guilty plea to con- 
spiracy to unlawfully dispense Oxy- 
codone came in a federal case that 
previously resulted in guilty pleas 
by the owners of a former Paints- 
ville pain management clinic. 

Court records indicate that Bofill 
conspired with Care More Pain 
Management owners Tammy 
Cantrell and Shelby lackey to dis- 
tribute thousands of Oxycodone 
pills to patients without a legitimate 
medical purpose from January 2009 
to December 2012. 

A plea agreement Bofill reached 
with federal prosecutors said Bofill 
unlawfully dispensed approximately 
25,000 Oxycodone tablets. 

“The Defendant began working 
at Care More in Paintsville, Johnson 
County, Kentucky and elsewhere in 
the Eastern District of Kentucky 
(EDKY) in or about October 2009 
and continued thereafter to approxi- 
mately January 2012 as a result of 
assignment on a temporary basis by 
a locum tenens physician placement 
agency,” the plea agreement says. 

Bofill, who specialized in family 
medicine and radiology, was “not 
advised by the agency he was being

Appeals court orders new

FRANKFORT - The Kentucky Court of 
Appeals Friday ordered the resentencing of a John- 
son County man on a drug charge and, in a separate 
case, upheld the convictions of a Johnson County 
family on chop shop-related offenses. 

In the first case, the appeals court ruled that 



Ricky J. Hale be resentenced on a first-degree pos- 
session of a controlled substance charge. Hale 
pleaded guilty to the charge in February 2011 in 
exchange for a diverted five-year sentence super- 
vised through Johnson County Drug Court. In April 
2012, Hale ‘stipulated to setting aside his diversion 
as a result of a violation and the circuit court set his

State audits of Martin, 
Floyd sheriffs released

FRANKFORT - Kentucky 
State Auditor, Adam Edelen released 
the 2012 tax settlement audit for the 
Martin County Sheriff’s Office and 
the Floyd County sheriff’s 2012 gas 
and oil tax settlement audit. 

In Martin County, the audit 
found that Martin County Sheriff 
Garmon Preece’s financial statement 



fairly presents the taxes charged, 
credited and paid for the period. 
May 16, 2012, through May 21, 
2013, in conformity with the modi- 
fied cash basis of accounting. 

As part of the audit process, the 
auditor must comment on non-com- 
pliance with laws, regulations, con- 
tracts and grants as well as material 
weaknesses involving the internal 
control over financial operations and

Uhlmaim was originally 
arrested last December in con- 
nection with the assault of his 
wife, Jennifer Priddy, who 
died last week as a result of 
the injuries suffered from the 
beating. 

“This has been under 
investigation,” Assistant 
Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Melissa Fannin Phelps said 
Friday. “The case will be pre- 
sented to the grand jury.” 

In a press release issued by 
the Lawrence County Sher- 
iff’s Office after Uhlmann’s 
arrest, Lawrence County sher- 
iff’s deputy Mark Wheeler 
said officers were dispatched 
to a residence on Diamond 
Ridge Road on Dec. 20, 2013, 
after Uhlmann called 911, 
saying he had beaten his wife. 

Upon their arrival, depu- 
ties located a female who was 
tied up, had been assaulted 
and suffered fi-om severe head 
injuries. She was flown to a 
nearby trauma center and 
placed into intensive care. 

According to information 
on file in the Lawrence Coun- 
ty Circuit Court Clerk’s 
Office, Priddy was located in 
a bedroom of the home and 
had severe head injuries and 
was tied up. 

Officers noted in the report 
on file in the clerk’s office that 
there was blood and hair on a 
recUner in the living room to 
the bedroom, beside the front 
door where the victim had 
been dragged and then tied up. 

The report also said there 
was a cast iron skillet in the 
living room floor with the 
handle broken off of it. 

Parts of a hair clip, neck- 
lace and watch were also 
located in the living room and 
the kitchen floor along with an 
aluminum baseball bat by the 
front door that also appeared 
to have blood on it, the report 
said. 

Uhlmann wasn’t present 
when officers arrived and was 
believed to have fled in a 2001 
maroon Chevrolet Blazer, 
court records said. According 
to the press release, he later 
crashed. 

Court records said officers 
responded to Hwy. 1496 in 
Carter County in reference to 
a motor vehicle accident 
involving Priddy ’s Blazer. 



The property owner heard 
his dogs barking about 1 a.m., 
but didn’t go look and said 
when he got up that morning, 
the vehicle was there, he 
didn’t see who was driving it, 
court records said. The Blazer 
had blood on the console and 
steering wheel, the report said. 

Uhlmann also reportedly 
stole a red 1997 Chevrolet, 
short wheelbase 4x4 with 
oversize tires, a diamond-plat- 
ed tool box and a chrome 
brush guard at gunpoint. 

Wheeler said just after the 
incident that when officers 
responded to the stolen truck 
complaint, the victim said he 
was home cooking and heard 
a tap on the back door and 
when he went to see who it 
was, Uhlmann stuck a shotgun 
in his face and called him by 
name and also identified him- 
self as Aaron. 

“RP advised Uhlmann 
demanded his truck keys and 
said, ‘I need your truck, and 
I’m on the run. I have killed 
four people today, including 
my wife, don’t make me kill 
you,”’ the police report said. 
“He then forced RP to drive 
him over into Carter County, 
where he had RP get out of the 
vehicle. Uhlmann kept the 
shotgun pointed at RP during 
the incident and once they 
stopped told RP to give him 
all the money he had on him 
and then he drove away.” 

According to the report, 
Uhlmann told someone that he 
would leave his truck some- 
where once he could steal 
another one. 

At the time of his arrest by 
officers with the Carter Coun- 
ty Sheriff’s Office, Uhlmann 
was located in the parking lot 
of the Carter County Jail. 
Court records say a Carter 
County deputy, James Print, 
went outside for a break and 
saw a male pacing in the park- 
ing lot with blood on him. The 
deputy asked the man his 
name and if he needed help. 

Uhlmann reportedly told 
the officer he was okay and 
Print said in the report that 
Uhlmann was next to a red 
Chevy truck, which had been 
entered as stolen from the pre- 
vious night. 

Print said in the report that 
Uhlmann mentioned assault- 
ing his wife and also about 
being involved in another 



altercation in Carter County. 

Once lodged in the Carter 
County Jail, records show that 
he was read his Miranda rights 
and that the Carter County 
officer asked him questions 
pertaining to the crimes com- 
mitted in Carter County. 

“I then asked Uhlmann if 
there was any crimes he had 
told me about prior to this that 
took place in Carter County 
and he explained that he had 
stolen the red Chevy pick-up 
truck and drove to his friend 
Roger Millers house to rob 
him of heroin,” the report 
said. “Uhlmann then said once 
at Miller’s residence they had 
gotten into an altercation and 
he shot Roger Miller in the 
hand. At this time, I stopped 
Aaron Uhlmann and explained 
to him I would like to take his 
statement in written or audio 
form. Aaron Uhlmann then 
explained he would like to 
stop the interview and have an 
attorney present during ques- 
tioning.” 

The Lawrence County 
Sheriff’s Office picked Uhl- 
mann up from the Carter 
County Jail to transport him 
back. While en route, Uhl- 
mann asked about his wife 
and was told she is in the 
hospital in ICU. 

“He made a comment that 
he felt like a piece of crap and 
couldn’t believe what he did 
to her,” the report said. 

“During the ride, he again 
expressed that he possibj” 
wanted to speak about wh 
had happened. Once at 
sheriff’s office, I aga| 
advised Uhlmann of his righ 
which he said he understood 
the officer said in the repoi 
“I told him it was up to him| 
he wanted to speak about wh 
happened with his wife. Wh 
I was filling out paperwork 
he made the statement, “I’m 
such a dumb — , I can’t believe 
I did that.” 

Uhlmann opted to not go 
into detail about what hap- 
pened and instead said he bet- 
ter wait, the report also said. 

Priddy died Tuesday, 
March 11, while in St. Mary’s 
Medical Center in Hunting- 
ton, W.Va. 

Malone Funeral Home in 
Grayson reportedly handled 
the arrangements for Priddy 
and a memorial service will be 
scheduled at a later date.

reporting. 

Only two minor instances 
of non-compliance were not- 
ed in the Martin County Sher- 
iff’s audit. 

The audit said the sheriff’s 
office should report and dis- 
tribute taxes collected by the 
tenth of each month and that 
Preece’s Office did not report 
and distribute taxes collected 
the tenth of each month, pur- 
suant to KRS 134.191, which 
requires the sheriff’s office to 
report and distribute taxes 
collected by the tenth of each 
month. 

Auditors noted that for the 
month of March, taxes were 
distributed but not paid in a 
timely manner. April and May 
taxes were not distributed to 
all taxing districts and those 
that were paid were not paid 
in a timely manner, according 
to the audit. 

The audit recommended 
that Preece report and distrib- 
ute taxes collected by the 
tenth of each month. 

“We will comply,” Preece 
said in response to the recom- 
mendation. 

The audit also said the 
sheriff’s office lacks adequate 
segregation of duties over tax 
receipts and disbursements. 

“The employee responsi- 
ble for handling tax receipts 
also records the receipts in the 
ledger, prepares the bank 
deposit, and performs the 
monthly bank reconciliation,” 
the audit said. “In addition, 
the employee prepares the 
disbursement checks and is an 
authorized signer on checks. 
By the same employee per- 
forming these functions, the 
risk that errors or fraud may 
go undetected increases.” 

The audit recommended 
that Preece periodically com- 
pare a daily bank deposit to 
the daily checkout sheet and 
then compare the daily check- 
out sheet to the receipts ledger 



so that any differences can be 
reconciled, thus compensat- 
ing control to offset the inter- 
nal control weakness. 

The audit said the sheriff 
should document his review 
by initialing and dating the 
bank deposit, daily checkout 
sheet and receipts ledger. 

Auditors recommended 
that Preece periodically per- 
form surprise cash counts and 
recount cash and should docu- 
ment it by initialing the 
deposit ticket. 

The audit said the sheriff 
should also periodically com- 
pare the bank reconciliation to 
the balance in the checkbook 
and any differences should be 
reconciled. 

Auditors said the sheriff 
should document it by initial- 
ing the bank reconciliation 
and the balance in the check- 
book. 

“We are trying to segre- 
gate the duties,” Preece said 
in response. 

In Floyd County, the audit 
for Sheriff John K. Blackburn 
showed that the sheriff’s 
financial statement fairly 
presents the taxes charged, 
credited and paid, for the peri- 
od, May 16, 2012, through 
May 15, 2013 in conformity 
with the modified cash basis 
of accounting. 

The auditor noted no 
instances of noncompliance 
and no matters involving 
internal control over financial 
reporting and its operation 
that were considered to be 
material weaknesses. 

The sheriff’s responsibili- 
ties include collecting prop- 
erty taxes, providing law 
enforcement and performing 
services for the county fiscal 
court and courts of justice. 
The sheriff’s office is funded 
through statutory commis- 
sions and fees collected in 
conjunction with these duties. 

The audit report can be 
found on the auditor’s Web 
site.

assigned to a pain clinic,” the 
agreement says. 

“Bofill acknowledged that 
he wrote prescriptions for 
numerous patients after per- 
forming little to no examina- 
tion and, in some instances, he 
even signed off on prescrip- 
tions without actually ever see- 
ing the patients,” a press 
release from the U.S. Attor- 
ney’s Office in Lexington said. 
“Patients who visited the clinic 
paid $200 for the initial visit 
and $185 for subsequent visits;

Bofill admitted he saw approx- 
imately 25 patients per day and 
was paid between $5,000 and 
$6,000 per week.” 

Bofill is scheduled to be 
sentenced July 14, while 
Cantrell and Lackey, who 
pleaded guilty in 2013, are to 
be sentenced April 7.

House Bill 410, sponsored 
by Rep. John Will Stacy, 
D-West Liberty, would take 
effect immediately upon 
becoming law. Although stu- 
dents would be excused on the 
instruction days made possi- 
ble if HB 410 becomes law, 
teachers and other school 
employees would still work on 
those days. 

Many of the state’s 173 
public school districts have 
missed over 10 days of school 
this winter due to snow, ice, or 
bitter cold. 

“HB 410 is simply the bill 
that allows some relief for our 
struggling school districts 
after the disastrous winter that 
we’ve had,” Stacy said. “It 
allows them to go ahead and 
plan the remainder of their 
school year.” 

Supporting the bill was 
Rep. Brian Linder, R-Dry 
Ridge, who explained that it 
will be a help rural school 
districts like his that “don’t 
have delays (when there is bad 
weather). If the weather is 
bad, we miss the whole day.” 

Rep. Adam Koenig, 
R-Erlanger, who voted against 
the bill, said that in the eight 



years he has served in the 
Kentucky House “this is the 
third time we will have for- 
given 10 days. 

“And I vote against it 
every time,” he said. “And it’s 
bound to catch up with us at 
some point.” 

HB 410 passed the House 
82-8 and was sent to the Sen- 
ate. 

But on Monday, the Senate 
approved a bill that would 
require school districts to pro- 
vide students with the required 
1 ,062 hours of instruction and 
allow them to extend the 
school day to do so. 

Under the legislation, dis- 
tricts that need to amend their 
calendar must submit a plan 
that provides the required 
instructional days to the state 
Department of Education. 
Districts could lengthen 
school days, but no day could 
extend seven hours without 
the state education commis- 
sioner’s approval. The com- 
missioner would then be 
required to approve all plans 
that meet the criteria. 

If school districts feel they 
can’t provide the required 
time, they can ask the educa- 
tion commissioner to waive 
instructional days.

case for rehearing,” the appeals 
court said. 

“Prior to his sentencing 
date. Hale elected to be sen- 
tenced under Kentucky 
Revised Statute (KRS) 
218A.1415, as amended effec- 
tive June 8,2011, which would 
serve to mitigate his sentence 
to three years,” the Court of 
Appeals said. “The circuit 
court denied his request and 
sentenced him to five years 
imprisonment.” 

While Hale’s appeal was 
pending, the state Supreme 
Court granted discretionary 
review of another case, “Smith 
V. Commonwealth,” which 
was “directly on point with 
this case.” Hale’s case was 
held in abeyance until the 
decision was finalized July 20, 
2013, and returned to the

active docket. 

“Both parties concede that 
Smith is controlling and that 
Hale is entitled to a mitigated 
three year sentence,” the 
appeals court said. “In Smith, 
the Court instructed that plea 
agreements are voidable con- 
tracts and that sentencing is 
not finalized until after diver- 
sion is revoked. Thus, because 
sentencing is a ‘proceeding,’ 
an individual who violates 
diversion and is awaiting sen- 
tencing may consent to appli- 
cation of the amended statute 
so long as it is in effect at the 
time of the sentencing hear- 
ing.” 

The court vacated Hale’s 
sentence and remanded the 
case to Johnson Circuit Court 
for imposition of a three-year 
prison term. 

In another case, the appeals 
court upheld the convictions of 



Madeline Welch and Marty 
Welch and their son, Ian 
Welch, who were convicted of 
various offenses stemming 
from the seizure of several 
vehicles from their business, 
Welch’s Towing Service. 

The appeals court threw 
out the defendants’ arguments 
that the trial court erred in 
denying their motion for a 
directed verdict; that their con- 
victions for complicity and 
facilitation should be reversed 
because a primary offender 
was not convicted of traffick- 
ing in stolen vehicles; and that 
the commonwealth’s attorney 
failed to prove the elements of

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Hackers now 
targeting 
your router

It’s time for a router 
emergency call to 91 1 . You 
knew about hackers steal- 
ing our credit cards from 
retailers, the NS A spying 
on anyone who picked up a 
cellphone or writes an 
email, and ad trackers 
watching our every move 
and purchase. 

Hang on, we’ve got a 
string of recent reports of 
router vulnerabilities. 
Backdoors have been 
found in NetGear and 
Linksys routers , two of the 
biggest sellers. A host of 
other brand names includ- 
ing D-Link, Micronet, Ten- 
da and others have also 
been the subject of mass 
attacks that let hackers 
hijack your browser, pro- 
duce fake search results, 
and download malware 
into all the devices con- 
nected to your network. 

Yes, it’s possible and 
it’s happening. Take a deep 
breath. Here’s what you 
need to do to secure your 
router and save money too. 

Many service providers 
give you a cable or DSL 
modem with a built-in 
router. These steps still 
work for combined units. 

First, let’s protect your 
router. There are three sim- 
ple steps. 

1) You need to do a 
geeky thing called “updat- 
ing the firmware.” Every 
router maker’s process is a 
little different, but here’s 
the basic outline. 

First, find your router’s 
program on your computer. 
Fire it up and it should 
automatically find your 
device. 

If you don’t have a 
router program, look up 
your router’s manual 
online and see what the 
device’s IP address is. In 
case you need it, I have 
instructions on how to find 
a manual at http://www. 
komando.com/cool- 
sites/6037/thousands-of- 
free-online-user-manuals . 

Type the number that 
corresponds to your rout- 
er’s address into your 
browser and enter the 
default login password 
found in the manual. If you 
don’t know your router’s 
password, visit http:// 
www.komando.com/cool- 
sites/7 644/find-your-rout- 
ers-pas sword. 

While you’re in the 
router settings, make sure 
to change the default login 
password that came with 
the router. There should be 
a button labeled “update 
firmware.” Hit that and go 
through the process. That 
will, at least in theory, pro- 
vide the company’s latest 
protection. (Bonus: It 

might increase your 
device’s performance, too.) 

2) Make sure you turn 
on wireless encryption and 
provide a strong password. 
Strong passwords are a 
pain, but for your home 
network you just have to 
enter it once for each gad- 
get. Just remember to keep 
it written down in a safe 
place in case you forget it. 

Because computer 
manufacturers want to 
make our life more compli- 
cated, we are confronted 
with another blinding array 
of complicated acronyms 
when it comes to choosing 
what encryption to set. 
Look around for an option 
to secure the network using 
WPA2. It’s the best protec- 
tion right now. 

It’s smart to put in a 
long and complex pass- 
word. Again, it’s a pain, 
but it will make your net- 
work secure from anything 
but industrial- strength 

attacks.

3) Finally, take your

Operation Preparation providing college 
academic advice to Kentucky's students 



FRANKFORT - This 
month, thousands of Ken- 
tucky students will be getting 
advice on what they can do 
academically to prepare for 
college or career as part of the 
third annual Operation Prepa- 
ration. 

During Operation Prepara- 
tion, trained community advi- 
sors meet with 8 th- and 10th- 
grade students to review each 
student’s Individual Learning 
Plans (ILPs) and talk about: 

• Career aspirations and 
required education/training. 

• Whether the student is on 
target to meet his or her goals. 

• Whether the student is 
taking the courses recom- 
mended to prepare him or her 
for the future. 

“We want to provide every 
resource available to help stu- 
dents realize their potential, 
maximize their academic 
preparation and stay on track 
for success during and after 
high school whether they 
choose college or a career 
pathway,” said Kentucky Edu- 
cation Commissioner Terry 
Holliday. 

College/career-readiness is 
one of the measures on which 
schools and districts are 
judged as part of the state’s 
Unbridled Learning: College/ 
Career-Readiness for All 
assessment and accountability 
system. 

All Kentucky school dis- 
trict superintendents and local 



board of education chairs 
signed the Commonwealth 
Commitment, pledging to 
increase the college/career- 
readiness rate of their high 
school students by 50 percent 
by 2015. Statewide, the col- 
lege/career-readiness rate 
stands at 54.1 percent - up 
from 34 percent in the 2010- 
11 school year. The college/ 
career-readiness goal this year 
is 58 percent. 

With a statewide student- 
to-counselor ratio of about 
450:1, many school counsel- 
ors are overloaded with the 
number of students to whom 
they must provide services. 
Operation Preparation is 
designed to supplement a 
school’s overall advising pro- 
gram by engaging parents and 
the community in a partner- 
ship with the school in support 
of Kentucky’s college/career- 
readiness agenda. 

Operation Preparation will 
run the entire month of March 
to give schools and districts 
flexibility in conducting com- 
munity advising sessions. The 
majority of Kentucky school 
districts along with the Ken- 
tucky School for the Blind and 
the Kentucky School for the 
Deaf are participating. How it 
is implemented is a local deci- 
sion, although the overall 
goals remain the same: help 
students see the connection 
between education and finan- 
cial security in adulthood and 



help districts increase college/ 
career-readiness of students. 

In addition to school dis- 
trict-level participation, a 
number of statewide groups 
are providing advisors includ- 
ing the Kentucky Retired 
Teachers Association, the 
Grand Lodge of Kentucky 
(Masons), the Area Health 
Education Centers (AHEC), 
the Kentucky National Guard 
and employees of the Ken- 
tucky Department of Educa- 
tion (KDE). 

“Our students, teachers, 
counselors and principals 
need this support from our 
communities to ensure stu- 
dents graduate ready to take 
that next step in life,” Holli- 
day said. 

Others interested in volun- 
teering can contact participat- 
ing districts to see if volunteer 
advisors are still needed and if 
not, get on the list for next 
year. Volunteer community 
advisors are required to take 
an online training course 
developed by KDE and KET, 
sign a non-disclosure affidavit 
agreeing not to share confi- 
dential student information 
and abide by all district poli- 
cies. 

Operation Preparation is a 
joint effort of the KDE and the 
Department for Workforce 
Development.

router offline and make it 
invisible to passers-by. In the 
settings, turn off SSID (or 
network name) broadcasting. 
This keeps your network hid- 
den unless you know the 
name. Be sure to change the 
network name to something 
that’s hard for someone to 
guess. 

It won’t foil the most dedi- 
cated bad guys going around 
sniffing our networks, but it 
should stop casual hackers 
and snoops. Jokesters like to 
call their networks something 
like “FBI Surveillance” or 
“NS A Snoops.” 

Now your router is safe 
from attacks. Let’s save you 
some money and improve 
your Internet service. 

Check your Internet speed 
using the handy testers avail- 
able at Speedtest.net or 
Speakeasy.net. Do it with 
your computer plugged in to 
your modem with an Ethernet 
cable. Keep notes on the 
plugged-in speed. 

If you are one of those 
lucky folks who have compet- 
ing Internet and cable provid- 
ers in town, the first step is to 
call your cable company and 
try to negotiate your bill 
down. If your download speed 
is significantly slower than 
what’s promised, start off giv- 
ing them heck about that. 

For cable companies, call 
and say you’re looking at an 
offer from a satellite provider. 
If you have a cable modem for 
Internet service, say that 
you’re looking at a cellular, 
satellite and DSL offer.
